with the case, maintains his calm de- 
meanor, and despite the efforts of the 
police and county authorities to get 
from him a different 
version, 
he 


sticks to'the details of the story he 
has told about the last night he was 
with the girl. 


One of the theories the authorities 


are working on is that Johns 
may 


have had a rival for the hand of Miss 
Crispel. In the letter Johns wrote to 
the girl on Sunday after she had been 
missing two days, and wnich 
was 


made public yesterday, he mentioned 
a man 
named - Canney. 
This 
is 


thought to be Harrison Canney of 
Wilkesbarre, who when questioned by 
the police said he knew nothing about 
the death of the girl, and iurther ex- 
pressed the belief that Johns was al- 
so innocent. 


The police are investigating the re- 


port that the girl was to favor the 
one who first swam across the widest 
part of the lake, a distance of about 
two and a half miles. Search is be- 
ing made for a third man, who was 
said to be interested in Miss Crispel 
to learn if he can throw any light on 
the death of the girl. 


Friends of the Crispel family are 


not so sure that she was murdered, 
some of them advancing the theory 
that she may have fallen 
into the 


lake accidentally.

Will Be Expected to Testify Later Against Men Who 


Were at the Head of One of the Most Colossal 
Frauds Ever Perpetrated in Ohio—Drag Net May 
Land Number of Persons Implicated in the Fraud— 
Vincent Released on Bond. 


With the statement that disclos- 


ures made by Ralph E. 
Lipscomb 


and Harry Wheeler, circulators of 
referendum petitions in Newark and 
Licking counties, warranted the as- 
sertion that a great many 
of 
the 


names on petitions filed and ready 
for filing, were base forgeries, at- 
torneys representing Governor Cox 
feel satisfied that much fruit will be 
borne by the investigation which re- 
sulted from the preliminary investi- 
gation conducted by Editor J. H. 
Newton of the Advocate. 


Though the attorneys reftrsed to 


state definitely what the result will 
be, it is the belief of those interest- 
ed in the probe that a great many 
arrests will be made soon as a re- 
siut of the stories related by Wheel- 
er' and Lipscomb Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


According to a decision made at a 


conference of state officials at Co- 
lumbus Tuesday when the prelimin- 
ary plans for the official investiga- 
tion were laid, no details of the ex- 
amination oT the two Newark men 
will be made public. 


Lipscomb, according to a'll agree- 


ment entered into with Police Chief 
Sheridan Tuesday 
afternoon, 
ap- 


peared at the office of Prosecutor J. 
Howard Jones at 9 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. 


Shortly 
afterwards 
Lipscomb 


faced Assistant Attorney General J. 
P. Dempsey, Special Counsel Marsh- 
all of the attorney general's office. 
Prosecutor J. 
Howard Jones 
and 


City Solicitor Jones, Assistant Court 
Stenographer J. R. Cooper was pres- 
ent and took a stenographic report 
of tho examination of witnesses. 


Police Chief J. S. Sheridan assist- 


ed tho probers by locating witnesses 
11 ml bringing them before 
the 
at- 


torneys. 


Tho examination of Lipscomb con- 


sumed more than1 an hour and after 
he had told of his connection with 
the 
petitions, 
his 
cousin, 
Harry 


Wheeler, who assisted him, was call- 
ed before tho attorneys. 


"Lipsromb and Wheeler told the 


whole story," was tho way tho at- 
torneys told of the results of the ex- 
amination. 
Just what 
tho 
whole 


story consisted of was not explained 
and the public 
probably 
will 
not 


know unless some of the cases come 
to trial. 


"We learned enough," said one Of 


the attorneys, "to say that a great 
many of the names on the petitions 
are forgeries. 
We can not, in jus- 


tice to the rase we 
are, 
preparing, 


state, who will be 
prosecuted 
nor 


where the affidavits will be filed or 
whore tho preliminary hearings will 
be held. 
Announcement of any of 


these details would tip off the ham* 
of the probers and would no doubt 
result in the "disappearance" of a 


number of people whose presence 
will be greatly desired." 


It was intimated, following the ex- 


amination of the two Newark men, 
that they would not be prosecuted on 
any charge. "Affidavits may be filed 
against them and they may be in- 
dicted when the grand jury meets 
and in all probability the men will 
be placed under bond to insure their 
appearance when the cases do come 
to trial, but it is not likely that they 
will be required 
to 
face prosecu- 


tions," said an attorney who is* in- 
terested in the "sweating" of the two 
witnesses. 


Other Newark men, persons •whose 


names were placed on the petition 
w'thout their knowledge or consent, 
were called before the attorneys and 
questioned regarding 
the 
matter. 


The inquiry continued until late in 
the afternoon. 


After an adjournment at noon for 


lunch, the attorneys reassemmbled at 
2 o'clock and tooic up 
the inquiry 
where it was left off. 


All the lawyers were well pleased 


with the success which has attended 
their efforts to get at the bottom ot 
the matter. 


While no official statement could be

Nothing is plainer than that this statement of Gongwer's is -t 


bluff pure and simple, and it looks decidedly more like an effort to 
protect this transaction of wholesale forgery than to aid in any 
prosecution of the guilty perpetrators of the fraud.

Democratic lenders are us much inter- 
ested, in preventing legislation as get- 
ting through those bills w hk-h the pres- 
ident has said must be passed. There 
are a lot of minor measures that might 
l»nss without resistance. But tlie trou- 
ble is that several men are waiting for 
an opportunity to push forward public 
measures in which they are much in- 
terested. 


Most important among such meas- 


ures is the Immigration hill, which was 
»etoed by President Taft in the last 
congress and narrowly missed passing 
by n two-thirds vote over the veto. In 
all probability the immigration bill is 
stronger now than when it passed last 
winter. At least the inference is that 
the larger Democratic majority would 
favor it. But there is also the suspi- 
cion that the Democrats in the last 
congress were playing that old game of 
"putting it up to Taft." which wns 
rather popular during the last half of 
the late Republican administration. 


The President'* Position. 


The president's ideas about restric- 


tive immigration has not been disclos- 
ed, but in his writings hefore he came 
to high official station he showed an 
indication toward greater restriction. 
It is not likely that he would veto n 
bill such as passed the last congress, 
but It Is expected that a stronger meas- 
ure will be put forward when oppor- 
tunity affords, as there is quite a grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of cutting down 
the Immigration from Europe to this 
country.

physicist

University and

Canadian Alps" was born in Brooklyn 
forty-six years ago today, July 9,1867. 


Graduating 
from 
the 
Columbia 


School of Mines in 1890, he joined the 
faculty of the famous New York uni- 
versity, and was successively 
tutor, 


instructor, assistant 
professor 
and 


professor of physics. In his youth he 
was an ardent mountain climber, and 
the passion 
grew with the passing 


years. 
His first noteworthy expedi- 


tion was to the Canadian Rockies in 
1897, and he again visited 
that sec- 


tion In 1899 and 1893. He was the first 
to make the ascent of Mounts Goodsir 
ajid Dawson, in British Columbia, and 
Hungabee, Deltaform, Biddle, and Le- 
froy in Alberta. 


Seven years ago Prof. Parker made 


his first attempt to scale 
Mt. Mc- 


Kinley, Alaska, which "Doc" Cook 
claimed to have "dumb," although it 
is now practically certain that he came 
no nearer to reaching the "top of the 
continent' than the North Pole. The 
first essay was a tailure, and twice 
afterward Prof. Parker 
returned to 


the assault, but had to 
turn 
back i 


each time with his ambition unful- 
filled. Last year he came within 300 
feet of the topmost 
point, when a 


raging blizzard 
and 
intense cold 


foreed a retreat. 
Recently the cov- 


eted goal was reached by Archdeacon 
Hudson Stuck, a muscular Anglican 
missionary in Alaska. 


Although he is best known as an 


alpinist, Prof. Parker has other claims 
to fame. 
He was one of the discov- 


erers of "hellon," and has also car- 
ried on researches in various branch- 
es of electrical science, including in- 
candescent electric "lighting and elec- 
trical measurements.

Houne, oldest son of the seventeenth 
Earl of Moray, will pass his twenty- 
first milestone 
tomorrow. The first 


Earl of Moray, created in 1561, was 
regent of Scotland, and was assassi- 
nated. Th second Earl shared 
the 


same fate, being 
murdered by 
the 


first Marquis of Iluntley, as the result 
of a hereditary feud. 


Fredrick William Seward, son of 


Secretary of State William H. Sew- 
ard, 
Lincoln's famous- adviser, 
and 


himself assistant secretary of state In 
the administrations of President Lin- 
coln and Johnson, was born in Au- 
tmrn, N. Y., eighty-three years ago 
today 
He was nearly murdered in 


defending his father against the as- 
sassins who sought to kill him, as 
well as Lincoln. Mr. Seward was long 
prominent in law and politics, 
but 


his later years have been spent In a 
ipiiet retreat on the Hudson, at Mont- 
rose.

Elias 


Howe, who was born 
at Spencer, 


Mass, ninety-four years aso today. 
After a meager country school edu- 
cation he became a mechanic, and he 
was only a youth when he began his 
efforts to invent a method of sewing 
bV a machine. 
English, French and 


American inventors held similar am- 
bitions, but their machines were not 
successful. 
A machine that would 
really sew <was completed by Howe 
in 184f> and patented the following 
year. 
For years he sought, both in 


America and England to bring 
his 


machine to public attention. In the 
meantime others 
began the 
manu- 


facture of machines and Howe was 
forced to appeal to the courts. 
In 


1854 he attained success in his legal 
battle, and built 
a factory 
with a 


capacity of 100 machines a day at 
Bridgeport, Conn. 
Royalties 
from 


his invention made him a multi-mil- 
lionaire before 
he died 
in ISfiT. 
Plans for honoring Howe on the oc- 


casion of the centenary of his birth, 
six years hence are 
already being 
considered.

that seventy signatures which he had 
obtained upon petition No. 3386 to he 
used in a referendum of the Green 
workmen 
compulsory 
compensation 


act were true signatures, 
whereas 


subsequent developments show 
they 


are false. The warrants charging per- 
jury was prepared late yesterday in 
the Attorney General's office and De- 
tectives 
Shellenbarger and Creedon 


left Columbus at 5:30. When 
they 


reached Cincinnati they took Vincent 
in charge at 10 o'clock. He had been 
arrested by Detective Shaffer, 
who 


was said to have had a chase after the 
man. 


At the Governor's office early today 


it was apparent that further sensa- 
tional developments in 
connection 


with the referendum alleged forgeries 
were scheduled to come out during the 
day. Democratic State Chairman W. 
L. Pinley, who is one of Governor 
Cox's chief advisers in the referendum 
flght, was closeted with the Governor 
for more than an hour early in the 
day and attaches of 
the 
Attorney 


General's office also spent 
consider- 


able time 
talking to the Governor 


about impending new moves. 


A score of blank warrants were pre- 


pared today by the Attorney General's 
office ready for instant use. They are 
directed against the men who made 
affidavits to petitions that the names 
contained therein were genuine, and 
charge 
perjury. Persons convicted 


stand liable to an indeterminate pen- 
itentiary sentence of from three 
to 


ten years. 


The following statement was given 


out at the Governor's office: 


"It will be useless for the enemies 


of the initiative and referendum to 
attempt to make out of the fraud and 
forgery revelations 
any 
argument 


against this principle of government. 


"We began an investigation of this 


matter in order that the dignity of a 
genuine democracy might be main- 
tained. No one has ever leared the 
result of submitting the workmen's 
compensation law to the people. It 
la the duty of public officials, how- 
ever, to see that the referendum 
is 


not fraudulently invoked because that 
is a plain infraction of the law. It 
must be born in mind that the inter- 
ests that are now quailing: before the 
startling and sensational revelations

Columbus, O., July 9.—On war 


rants charging perjury, arrests of 
two solicitors of signatures to the 
petition for a referendum on 
the 


Green Workmen's compensation law 
were ordered yesterday by the at- 
torney general's department at the 
instance of Governor Cox, and doz- 
ens of blank forms of warrants and 
affidavits were drafted in anticipa- 
tion of wholesale arrests in various 
parts of the state. 


At the instance of Governor Cox, 


Walter B. Vincent of Cincinnati, was 
arrested there last night, and R. E. 
Lipscomb of Newark was summoned 
to the office of Chief of Police James 
S. Sheridan of Newark yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
Lipscomb was not put un- 


der arrest, but was placed on his 
own recognizance on agreement to 
meet at the chief's office this morn- 
ing Assistant Attorney General P. E. 
Dempsey. 


"Has Lipscomb made a 
confes- 
sion?" was asked of Governor Cox 
last night. 


"Yes, he has," the governor re- 


plied. 
"He will tell everything and 


some very startling things. 
One of 


the peculiar things was that today 
Lipscomb was in Zanesville securing 
signatures on a petition for a refer- 
endum on the Warnes act." 


The alleged details as to the 


statements of Lipscomb were elab- 
orated further by Governor Cox, who 
related that 
Lipscomb 
had 
said 


Charles Kibler of Cleveland was with 
him in 
a 
Columbus hotel 
-when 


names were written into the Green 
act petition. He said that Lipscomb 
also had confessed to irregular work 
on the Warnes and Kilpatrick acts. 
The governor had no information as 
to the identity of Kibler. 


Lipseomb, according to information 


received here, is a young man of 22 
or 23, comes of good family, but, 
apparently, had no permanent occu- 
pation or vocation. 


What the plans are for today the 


governor did not say, except to in- 
dicate that further 
exposures 
are 


due. He said the Equity Association 
has made the boast that In Cincin- 
nati the old George B. Cox organiza- 
tion was rounding up the signatures. 
He said the investigation has been 
under way for 10 days and that a 
mouse was first smelled when Mr 
Archer of the liability board discov- 
ered street numbers 
in Lancaster 
that ran up as high as 2200. 
This 


was obviously wrong, he said, and 
the inquiry 
revealed 
that 
names 
were fraudulent. He said Mr. Arch- 
er found similar conditions in Noble 
county. 


As to Vincent, he said that he 


was supposed to be working in Chil- 
licothe on the Warnes act, but dili- 
gent inquiry had failed to disclose a 
single person who had been solicit- 
ed. The governor 
assumed that 


•work was done in a 
hotel behind 


closed doors, as he asserts was done 
in other cases. With Vincent yester- 
day, he said, was the 
man 
Kibler 
previously mentioned. 


Governor Cox was as Jubilantly 
happy as a schoolboy last night. 


He issued this formal statement: 
I think the people of Ohio will 


understand now the character of 
the people we had to flght while 
the legislature was in session and 
the means to which they resorted 
In my message to the 
general 
as- 


sembly, I recommended that such 
safeguards be thrown 
around 
the 


initiative and referendum as would 
prevent its 
being 
invoked 
need- 
I- ^Accordingly, 
the 
Wey- 
gandt bill was drawn, which in its 
original form would have prevented] 
just such things as this. 
But 
it 


could not be passed in its original
